charge of the course, is a

for this sort of work. He will have 
charge oi' the class ill agriculture 
and kindred! subjects half of each 
day. in a room specially 
prepared 


for this line of work. 


The other half of the day \yill be 


devoted to outdoor work, such 
as 


trips to various parts of the county 
inspecting and/.judging stock, poul- 
try, farm buildings, etc... or .to do- 
ingi project work, or soil testing or 
making farm gates, hog. feeders and 
like farm equipment in the shop. The 
boys will thus lie iutroduced'into all 
the affairs which now occupy the' 
time and attention of the fanner. 


The students will receive credit in 


their high school course for all work 
done in agricultural work. In'.addi- 
tion to their vocational studies, they 
will be required to take mathenuil- 
ics, English and History in the' aca- 
demic department of the high school.

Drying Peaches by 


Peaches are usually 
dried nn- 


peeled,^ although a superior variety 
is mada by removing the skins. Se- 
lect peaches for drying which 
are 


ripe but not soft. Wash, cut in half, 
remove stone and place in trays with 
the pit side up. 


Many housewives use a lye solu- 


tion for removing: the skins. Dis- 


cover with muslin or, mosquito net- 
ting to protect from insects the same 
as with other kinds of fruit. In an 
artificially heated drier the_ temper- 
ature at the .beginning of drying 
should not be more than 120 degrees 
F. This may be gradually increased 
to 160 degrees. When the pieces are 
pliable and leathery and no moisture
